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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-18 and 21-28 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed June 17, 2004. Claims 
9, 10 and 12-23 were amended, claims 19 and 20 were canceled and claims 25-28 are 
newly added. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed June 17, 2004 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicant's amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
USC § 1 12, first paragraph rejection of claims 18-20, labeled paragraph 2) of the last 
office action, which is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The applicant's amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph rejections labeled paragraph 3b) of the last office 
action, which is hereby withdrawn. However, with regards to the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph rejections labeled 3a), the applicants' amendments and remarks 
have been fully considered but they are not found persuasive. 

a) The applicants stated that a period was added to the end of each claim. 
However, this is not so for claim 11. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention, for reasons of record and stated above. 
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In view of the amendment dated June 17, 2004, the following new grounds of 
rejection apply: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is the Wands factors, which. are used to evaluate the enablement question. 
In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed. Cir. 1988); Ex parte Forman, 230 USPQ 546. The 
factors include: 1 ) The nature of the invention, 2) the state of the prior art, 3) the 
predictability or lack thereof in the art, 4) the amount of direction or guidance present, 5) 
the presence or absence of working examples, 6) the breadth of the claims, and 7) the 
quantity of experimentation needed. 

Claims 25-28 are to a method of preventing a subject from suffering from a 
condition selected from the group consisting of community-acquired pneumonia, upper 
and lower respiratory tract infections, skin and soft tissue infections, bone and joint 
infections and hospital-acquired lung infections. 

It is difficult to treat many of the disorders claimed herein. Instant claim language 
embraces disorders for prevention, which is not remotely enabled. It is presumed in 
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the prevention of the diseases and/or disorders claimed herein there is a way of 
identifying those people who may develop community-acquired pneumonia, upper and 
lower respiratory tract infections, etc. There is no evidence of record, which would 
enable the skilled artisan in the identification of the people who have the potential of 
becoming afflicted with the disorders claimed herein. 

Where the utility is unusual or difficult to treat or speculative, the examiner has 
authority to require evidence that tests relied upon are reasonably predictive of in vivo 
efficacy by those skilled in the art. See In re Ruskin, 148 USPQ 221 ; Ex parte 
Jovanovics, 211 USPQ 907; MPEP 2164.05(a). 

Patent Protection is granted in return for an enabling disclosure of an invention, 
not for vague intimations of general ideas that may or may not be workable. Tossing out 
the mere germ of an idea does not constitute enabling disclosure. Genentech Inc. v. 
Novo Nordisk 42 USPQ2d 1001. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 12-18 and 21-24 are allowed. None of the prior art or a search in 
the pertinent art area teaches the compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of Formula I of the instant invention.
